JOCKEY’S STATEMENT AT 
INQUEST. 

An inquest was held at Cambridge yester- 
day on June Ellen Peachey, aged four 
months, who died in the Addenbrookes’ Hos- 
pital last Saturday, after being kicked by a 
racehorse. 

Jack Reginald Peachey. a farm labourer, 
said that he was riding his motor cycle up 
Newmarket High street with his wile, whe 
had the baby in her lap riding pillion. He 
estimated his speed at about eight miles an 
hour. When he got nearly level with the 
racehorse it turned to the right and passed 
in front of him. It lashed out with its hind 
lers and kicked him and the baby. 

Enos Fox, jockey, employed by Mr. 
Pollock, of Malton (Yorkshire), said that he 
was riding the horse, which was a two-year- 
old, and a groom was leading it. When 
about to turn into a veterinary yard he put 
out his right arm as a signal to the motor 
eycle behind him. As far as he could judge 
the motor cycle was: going anything up to 
thirty miles an hour. The motor cyclist took 
no notice of the signal, and when the horse 
was across the road he attempted to pass in 
front, with about two yards to spare between 
the horse and the kerb. The witness pulled 
the horse up sharp, but the motor cycle was 
rather noisy, and back-fired. This frightened 
the horse, which kicked out and struck the 
man and the baby. 

The doctor said that the baby died from 
concussion of the brain, and the jury re- 
turned a verdict of ‘‘ Accidental death.”

Women, some with 
perambulators, crowded round Drew, shak- 
ing his hand, patting his back and ruffling 
his hair affectionately. Une woman presented 
him with a sprig of white heather, the second 
token of good luck to be presented to him, a 


Mr. Drew was represented in court yester- 
day afternoon by Mr. Fearnley Whittingstall, 
a young barrister, who appeared for the 
Sidney family during the Croydon inquests. 
Witnesses yesterday included police officers 
from Nottingham and St. Albans. 

Police Constable Martin, of St. Albans, 
described how Mr. Drew called at the police 
station on August 9, and said that a pair 
of trousers, with about £3 in the pocket, had 
in some mysterious way turned up in his 
dressingroom at the theatre that morning.

An lrish Daventry. 


We understand that, during the course 
of the present week, the Free State 
Executive Council will be asked to con- 
sider a scheme for the erection of a high- 
power broadcasting station near Athlone. 
Hitherto the ordinary citizen of the Free 
State who cannot afford to equip himself 
with a valve receiving set has been 
deprived altogether of the amenities of 
“ hstening-in ” unless he has happened 
to live within about a fifteen miles radius 
of the Dublin. Broadcasting Station. If 
the new scheme is approved by the 
Government, half the population of the 
Saorstát will be brought within crystal- 
set range of the proposed station, and the 
programmes that formerly were the close 
preserve of the Dubliner will be within the 
reach of a very large number of new 
subscribers, The idea is to make Athlone 
the Irish Daventry. For various reasons 
a high-power transmission station is 
needed in the Free State, and there seems 
to be little doubt that the Executive 
Council willapprove of the plan. In that 
event the Athlone station probably will be 


in working order within about fifteen 


months. We learn that an amusing 
situation has arisen in connection with 
the new proposal.

THE REV. R. M. GWYNN’S 

TRIBUTE. 

Preaching in the Chapel of Trinity College, 
Dublin, on Sunday last, the Rev. R. M. 
Gwynn, B.D., F.,T.C.D., spoke of the recent 
death of Mr. George Randolph Webb, M.A., 
F.,T.C.D. i 

Mr. Gwynn said—When one of the Fellows 
of this College is removed by death, it is 
customary for the preacher ai the next 
Sunday Service in this Chapel to say some- 
thing of the man we have lost. 

Since last we met here George Randolph 
Webb has left the College, which he loved 
heart and soul, in every aspect and activity 
of which he took the r.ost eager interest. In 
the daily Press a tribute from the pen of one 
of his mathematical colleagues has already 
recorded his services, attainments and 
achievements as a mathematician. He would, 
indeed, gladly have devoted his life to this, 
his favourite study, and did in fact give of 
his very best to his Honor lectures. To 
their value one who is not a mathematician 
cannot testify, but as a College tutor one 
ean certify that they were warmly appre- 
clated by keen students Few things 
gave him more satisfaction in the closing 
years of his life than the foundation of the 
Matheimatical Society and the evidences of 
a revival of keenness and energy in the study 
of mathematics among his juniors on the staff. 

Nevertheless, it was one of the great dis- 
appointments of his earlier years that pro- 
motion in that school did not come his way. 
That disappointment he took in a manner 
most characteristic of the man; if he could 
not serve College in one way, he determined 
to do his best for it in another, and he threw 
himself with all his thoroughness and energy 
into the work of University reform. For a 
reformer he was well fitted, because he united 
the mental outlook of a life-long Liberal with 
the cool head and. clear-eyed sagacity of his 
Scottish ancestry. He knew the value of 
detail, but he knew also that broad principles 
are equally important. He insisted on think- 
ing out the implication of each proposal, so 
that, while his criticisms were always valu- 
able, his own ideas were always capable of 
being reduced to practice. Yet, on the other 
hand, he refused to entangle himself in a 
jungle of side issues. Those familiar with 
the politics of University reform know, on 
the one hand, the futility of specious pro- 
posals which disregard the real difficulties, 
and, on the other hand, the waste of time 
and temper involved in discussion of points 
which aré really frivolous. Webb kept a 
firm grasp on the essentials and grappled 
successfully with the intricacies of finance. 
Nor was he the man to throw down his cards 
in a huff because he had lost one rubber ; 
If a favourite proposal was turned down, he 
kept his temper and tried to produce one 
more acceptable to honest critics. It was a 
well-earned gratification to him when he was 
elected as a representative of the Junior 
Fellows on the Biard. Not only did he 
value the mark of confidence, but also he 
loved to be in touch with everything that 
was going on in College. He took a lively 
interest in human beings, and (until his 
illness prevented it) made it his business to 
seek out and make friends with any new- 
comer, especially those who might be feeling 
lonely or at a loss. He did it as a duty. 
but it was a duty in which he took an 
honest delight. So also as a tutor it was a 
real pleasure to him to cultivate the acquaint- 
ance of his pupils, to whom he was a most 
sage adviser. Games he played with the same 
zest. Nature gave him a delicate physique 
rendering his life open to dangers at many 
pos) yet here, as in his intellectual life. 
ve thought out and discovered exactly what 
could be done with the means at his dis- 
posal. Alike at golf, croquet and tennis, he 
proved able to beat many who thought them- 
selves his superiors, just because he knew 
exactly what he could do and what not, 
while he sized up his opponents’ weaknesses 
with iron nerve, dogged concentration and 
‘will to win,” and took advantage of them. 


FRIENOSHIP LIFE’S BEST GIFT. 
But undoubtedly of all pleasures, like 
Greeks, he rated highest the converse with 
his friends. No more sociable soul ever 
lived. Friendship was life’s best gift, and 
if the talk involved combat, so much the 
better! Who can forget that keen quizzical 
eye gleaming through the familiar gold 
spectacles, as he pressed home some awkward 
question? As a student he belonged to a 
a coterie who spent much of their time 

and ingenuity in seeking to “ jage 
another, as their phrase By vail the Ao 
point which his tongue acquired did ia 
grow pegged later life. No one could 
enjoy his society who was not pr 
take a dig. But, unlike most n,n 
humorists, he was always ready to enjoy a 
joke at his own expense; when he laugned 
bis whole body seemed to share in the jes’ 
every lean limb convulsed with ecstacy sia 
He never bore malice, though he was in 
truth a good hater. But he reserved his 
‘hate for the things that really made him 
augry—idleness, carelessness, deceit, selfish- 
ness and injustice. (Woe to the student who. in 
Bursat’s office or Examination Hall inoved 
his indignation, He could and did’ make him- 
self extremely disagreeable in such cases 
and frankly admitted that he enjoyed doing 
so. Such men are seldom pular; yet 
such men are loved by their friends 
for such men are most loyal and dependable 
in friendship, and you can count on them 
through thick and thin. A close student of 
politics, he read his paper to more purpose 
than most of us, from the financial column 
or the terms of a strike to the performances 
of a tennis champion. But in the end it was 
always ethical considerations that counted 
most; and his thirty years of financial work

share. To seek some guiding principle in the 
light of which one might go through life; to 
hold that consistently and make the very 
best of life with whatever powers one might 
possess; to use life’s opportunities in a 
rational way and at the same time miss no 
reasonable enjoyment that life has to offer-- 
if this be the true end of philosophy, as 
many wise men taught in ancient Greece, 
then George Webb was the most consistent 
philosopher I have known. And, indeed. 
philosophy meant more to him than to mest 
men. He has often told me that in his early 
days philosophy was to him a substitute for 
religion; in it he hoped to find the key to the 
Ea of human life and destiny. That 
ope, he would add, proved fallacious and 
vain. Yet not, 1 think, entirely vain, for 
the training and temper were an abiding pos- 
session. The calm courage with which he 
endured the physical trials and mental 
anxieties of his two years’ illness, fighting 
his battle to the last, continuing to the last 
to be of what use he could to his College, 
and dreading only that he mht come to be 
a burden on her—this was philosophy mani- 
festing itself in life. The ‘‘Republic’”’ of Plato 
was always regarded by him as one of the 
world’s best treasures, and it was a favourite 
boast of his that, though a mathematician. 
yet in the Fellowship examination he always

Trustee savings banks 
obtain fifty thousand new deépositors a 
year, and the savings amount to about one 
hundred and sixty million. According to 
an estimgte made by Mr. Walter Runci- 
man, small investors and depositors in 
this country now total fiftesn million, and 
their holdings are worth nearly two 
thousand millions. 


The Late Earl of Harewood. 


Viscount Lascelles, on becoming Lord 
Harewood, also becomes the chairman of 
the Harelles Trust, Ltd., a trust formed 
by the late peer with the object of avert- 
ing the break-up of the Harewood estate 
through heavy death duties. When the 
late earl announced his intention to sel! 
some nine thousand acres of his York- 
shire property, the tenants appealed to 
him to reconsider his decision. but Lord 
Harewood replied that the step was forced 
upon him owing to high taxation. Lord 
Harewood owned thirty thousand acres in 
Yorkshire and was regarded as a mode! 
landlord, every one ot his tenants being 
housed on most comfortable and up-to- 
date lines. Harewood House is one of the 
most stately of English homes. Built in 
the middle of the eighteenth century at a 
cost of one hundred and twenty thousan« 
pounds, a huge outlay for those days, it 
was enlarged one hundred years later, and 
contains a wonderful collection of 
treasures. 


Mechanical Speed Trap. 


Motorists have so greatly benefited by 
modern invention, nrov iding them with cars 
that continue to increase in speed, trust- 
worthiness and comfort, that they do not 
look. with great pleasure on the utilisation 
of a new invention designed against them. 
lhe invention consists of a mechanical 
‘Speed trap, comprising a small optical! 
instrument, which, it is claimed, will 
enable one constable to determine the speed 
OÍ a car from a covered position. and to 
know the actual rate per hour thirty yards 
before the car reaches him. Motorists who 
habitually travel at a speed well above the 
legal limit are a little perturbed concern- 
ing the report that the British police are 
to experiment with the apparatus.

THE FIVE MILLIONS MARK. 
The Central Committee announced that 
this series of regional and local savings 
committees is now virtually complete. 
Forty-nine of them were established by 
the end of September last. The invest- 
ment in Certificates greatly increased 
during the past two years. The grand 
total invested reached the £5,500,000 mark 
on September 30th, and the amount in- 
vested this year was £500,000 more than 
the previous year. 

Some figures concerning the regional 
committees are suggestive. The forty-nine 
now at work display a zeal and interest 
which have exceeded the expectations of 
the Central Committee. Their present 
membership is 2,500—round numbers—and 
this, with the membership of the school 
and other savings associations, may be 
regarded as the beginning of a further 
element of great importance which arises 


in thrift movements—namely, the corps 
of voluntary workers. Each savings 
association furnishes two voluntary 


workers in its honorary secretary and 
treasurer—one of them usually a teacher— 
a total of 4,500. Thus, with the members 
of the regional committees, the organised 
voluntary workers throughout the Saorstat 
had reached the number of 7,000 by the 
end of September. 


CONSTRUCTIVE THRIFT. 

The spirit and aims of the movement 
in its wider and deeper aspects are best 
explained in the part of the report deal- 
ing with its educational literature. In 
framing this literature the Central Savings 
Committee had in mind that it was to 
furnish some of the pabulum for a move- 
ment of long range, whose most hoped-for 
results could not be expected to appear 
until a later period, and which should 
have a profound influence other than by 
conjointly with its economic effect. Atten- 
tion was given to the special outlook and 
ideas of the Irish people. The bearing of 
thrift on the formation of character, 
through the training in responsibility, in 
habits of order, method, self-denial, and 
in citizenship was emphasised. 

The name “ constructive thrift ”’ 
given to the movement to indicate this 
wider purpose, and a slogan’ was

TRAINING THE YOUNG. 

The principle of co-operation, indeed, is 
of such importance in the world of to-day 
for the problems of capital and labour 
and modern industry that the Committee 
attach special significance to the training 
young people are receiving during their 
school life in co-operative organisation. 
Their School Savings Association, the 
Committee point out, is a complete co- 
operative society, with its rules, etc., 
exactly as in business. Through this 
teaching pupils — schoo] to enter 
employment are already skilled in the 
practice of a system which is going to 
mean so much for the economic future of 
their country. 

The teachers of all types of schools, 
general and technical, welcomed the in- 
clusion of the subject of thrift in the 
schoo! curriculum with enthusiasm. Its 
moral and mental discipline appealed to 
their instinct as trained educationists. 
They made use of its literature for read- 
ing lessons and lectures, and they took 
charge of the business of the School Asso- 
ciation, seeing that the pupils were given 
practical opportunities of sharing in the 
responsibility--such, for example, as pur- 
chasing in turn blocks of Certificates at 
the Post Office and making the necessary 
records. “a ;

It served better 
than the former contrivance; but after 
about an hour.it was also swept away by 
the repeated battering of the seas. 


KEPT ENGINES GOING, 

“We then,” said Captain Caple, 
‘practically gave up in despair. As a 
last resort we kept the engines going, and 
luckily we found we had some sails aboard. 
These proved of material help to the 
engine power, and though making little 
headway we managed to reach Waterford 
Harbour somehow. It took us twenty-four 
hours to make thirty-eight miles.

DELAY CAUSED BY 
RATE.

It is now certain that Mr. Blythe,’ the 
Free State Minister for Finance, will not 
look for the balance of his 1927 National 
Loan in the London Money Market this 
autumn, as he had designed originally. 
‘The reason is to be found in the recently 
increased Bank rate. 

Up to the present the Free State 
Government has floated no loan in 
London, chiefly because the issue could 
only become trustee stock if the Execu- 
tive Council formally acknowledged the 
right of the King to veto any Saorstat 


BANK 


legislation which he deemed to be pre- 
judicial to the interests of the stock- 
holders. The Ministry here holds that 


such an acknowledgment would be incom- 
patible with its sovereign status as one 
of the co-equal members of the British 
Commonwealth. 


Its attitude is that its. “ word of 
honour ’’ not to enact legislation pre- 
judicial to the interests of the stock- 


holders should be sufficient for the British 
Government, without formal public 
acknowledgment of the King’s authority 
to withhold his assent from any such legis- 
lation. The hope had been held that this 
clause or requirement would be wiped out 
of the Colonial Laws Validity Act by the 
present Experts’ Conference of. the 
Imperial Conference, and that Mr. Blythe 
would be enabled at once to float his new 
loan in the London Market with an easy 
conscience. 

Whether or not the British Government 
decides. to wdive the requirement at this 
month’s Conference, the increase in the 
, Bank rate now definitely places the flota- 
tion of an autumn loan in London. out of 
immediate prospect. Mr. Blythe is, of 
course, in a position to carry on for an 
indefinite period by short-term borrowings 
(inconvenient as this course may be), and, 
no doubt, this is the path that he will 
elect to follow pending the reduction in 
the Bank rate.

It is more than fifteen months ago since 
this project was officially mooted, but. for 
one reason or another it was allowed to 
remain in abeyance until now. 

The present Parliamentary Secretary 
(Mr. M. R. Heffernan) to the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs has been 
giving attention to the matter for some 
time past, and within the last few weeks 
submitted a memorandum on the subject 
to the Cabinet. This memorandum will 
be considered by the Executive Council 
during the next week, when a definite deci- 
sion on the proposal will be taken. If, 
as Is virtually certain, the Cabinet adopts 
the proposal, more than half of the popu- 
lation of the Free State will be brought 
within crystal range of a national broad- 
casting programme. 

At present the King’s County farmer or 
cottager who wishes to hear the pro- 
grammes of 2RN must invest in a valve 
set, costing from seven to seventy pounds. 
The establishment of the proposed high- 
power central station would enable him 
to listen-in to a programme of equal merit 
on a crystal set, which he might buy or 
build for himself for a guinea or half a 
guinea—in other words, about a million 
people would, for the first time, find it an 
economic possibility to ‘“ listen-in.”’ 
Thereafter they probably would discover 
it to be a domestic necessity instead of a 
luxury. 

If, as is probable, the plans for the 
proposed station are sanctioned by the 
Cabinet, the station, it is expected, will 
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be open for the transmission of pro- 
grammes within fifteen or eighteen 
months.

DELAYED,

Little, if anything, has been heard ol 
the Drumm Battery now for a long time 
past. The public, as far back as June, 
Was given to understand that the labora- 
tory experiments had succeeded beyond 
expectation, and that a practical working 
test on the railways would be made in 
August or September. 

This test has not yet been carried out, 
and I now learn that it may not take 
place for another six months. The fact is 
that repeated laboratory experiments con- 
tinue to reveal defects which, as r- 
peatedly, are being successiully repaired. 
Much Jaboritous research, nevertheless. re- 


mains to be made before the battery is 
ready for submission to the “ carriage’’ or 


final test. 

As it stands in the present stage of the 
laboratory experiments, Mr. Drumm’s in- 
vention, Í am informed, represents a 
remarkable scientific achievement. It 
will, beyond doubt, revolutionise the 
theory and practice of battery construc- 
tion, but its commercial value remains to 
be determined.

SHIP IN DARKNESS. 

When the vessel struck the electric light 
went out, adding darkness to the terrors 
of the shipwreck. The passengers, many 
of them in their pyjamas and _ night- 
dresses, and the crew, rushed upon the 
deck. 

To their horror the ship began to turn 
over and sink. In a couple of minutes 
onlv the bow remained above water. 

There was no panic. The passengers 
either threw themselves into the water or 
crowded forward on the small portion of 
the ship that remained unsubmerged. 
Some succeeded in getting ashore along a 
reef not far from the ship’s bow. 


ACTS OF HEROISM. 

Many of the passengers and crew showed 
great heroism. A well-known Bergen 
business man, M. Van Huun, went below 
as the ship was sinking fast, forced open 
the door of one of the saloons, and dragged 
out seven persons who otherwise would 
have perished. In doing so he was himself 
slightly injured. 

The shipwrecked passengers and 
eventually were forced to take refuge on 
a small rock, where they remained huddled 
together to the number of fifty persons, for 
four hours until the Norwegian steamer 
San Lucar (1.521 tons) arrived, and, with 
fine seamanship, rescued them all in spite 
of the rocks and heavy seas. 


TRAPPED PASSENGERS FREED.

Twelve third class passengers were 
trapped in their cabins when the ship 
struck. but as their cabins were in the 


bows of the ship they were saved later. 

The names of the passengers who were 
drowned are not yet known, as the list of 
passengers went down with the ship. 
Among those saved is an Englishman, Mr. 
Foster (query), of Bradford. . 

When the accident occurred the captain 
and pilot were on the bridge, The steamer 
struck with such violence that the captain 
was thrown overboard. He was saved, but 
is in a very exhausted condition, and 
cannot yet give any explanation of how the 
shipwreck occurred.

When the Irish Free State was founded 
it was decided that the organisation and 
control of ‘transport and communications 
| should be allocated to four different 
Ministries—the Ministry for Industry and 
Commerce, the Ministry for Local Govern- 
ment, the Ministry for Posts and Tele- 
sraphs and the Ministry for Finance. The 
logic of events has justified the fears ol 
those ‘who foresaw breakdown as the re- 
sult of waier-tight compartment = ad- 
ministration. 

In April, 1927, the Minister for Local 
Government appointed an _ inter-clepart- 
mental committee “ to inquire and report 
as to whether, and if how far, the 
existing law relating to the control and 
regulation of road traffic in all tls aspects 
requires modification, more especially in 
view of the growth of the various hinds 
of motor vehicles.”’ The report of that 
committee was presented to the Minister 
for Local Government on the Ist Septem- 
ber, 1928. In May of the present year 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce, 
dealing with other aspects of the problem, 
announced that the Minister for Local 
Government would, before the end of the 
present :year, introduce legislation to give 
effect to the recommendations of ihe 
Inter-departmental Committee. 


CONTROL OF OMNIBUSES.

SOLVENT WINS AT 20. TO i.

NOTTINGHAM, Monday Night. 

Sad experience has taught us to look with 
the cold eye of suspicion on the running in 
the Nottingham Handicap as a guide to the 
Cesarewitch. .I make an exception, however, 
in the case of. the event that was run for 
this afternoon; im which Brown Jack beat 
Saracen by a head; for 1 am sure that at 
least one of, and, perhaps, beth these horses 
will play a prominent part in next week's 
race. 

i was greatly taken with the appearance 
of Brown Jack; He has had a few hard 
faces this seasan, but. he was looking better 
than ever. Ivor Anthony has been able to 
give him a good deal of work, and a race 
was what he wanted, That race he had, 
and under the best of conditions; fer a 
good deal ‘of rain has fallen here, and the 
going was really good, with a spring in the 
turf the like. of which we have not seen for 
many a day. 

The prospect of good going brought many 
horses to the meeting that would not other- 
wise have been sent. One of them was 
Daracen, a soft-going specialist, who has 
only run twice this season, and, with the 
changed conditions, put up quite a respect- 
able show. Minor Cesarewitch lights in the 
eeonstellation were Mount Hawke, Boldero, 
and Cabman, and the first-named especially, 
who finished third, greatly pleased his con- 
nections, who think that he has a really 
good outside chance next week. 

BROWN JACK MADE FAVOURITE. 

Donoghue, who rode Palais Royal UI. in 
the Prix’ de Are de Triomphe at Long- 
Champs vesterday (incidentally last vear's 
Cambridgeshire winner ran badly there), 
earre back to ride Brown Jack, who was 
made favourite, although he had not 
heen wound up for the race. Me- 
darlin, who had. made all the running, 
when he beat Brown Jack at Manchester, 
was in the field, but he did not attempt the 
cut “em down tactics this time, and settled 
down second 7 Mount Hawke, followed by 
Auction Pool, Cabman and Nightfall, with 
Brown Jack second last and Saracen bringing 
up the rear. 

When Brown. Jack had warmed up, 
Donoghue let him stride algng, and he was 
upsides with the leaders (who were still 
Mount Hawke and Medarlin) as they came to 
the straight, not ten lengths behind, as 
Childs had him at Goodwood when he was 
heaten by Old Orkney. At the entrance to 
the straight Moant Hawke lost ground. I 
believe he shied at some tan, and his jockey 
said he lost. four lengths. At any rate he 
lost the rails, which Donoghue promptly 
secured, and soon after went to the front. 

It was under two furlongs from home that 
appeared on the scene full of run- 
The race was 


Saracen 
mong, challenging resolutely. 


Saracen was going the better. But Brown 
Jack can always find something, and he found 
enough here to gain a most meritorious head 
victory. 1 formed the impression that in the 
last filly yards Saracen had quite enough of 
it. The great effort with which he began 
his run was not earried through in the same 
determined spirit with which it began. 

A SUMMING-UP. 

Brown Jack was giving Saracen 24\b. here, 
and as the latter is a high-class winner of 
the Manchester November Handicap it was 
a notable performance on the part of Lieut.- 
Colonel Wernher’s horse. He has only to 
give him 171b. in the Cesarewitch, and 1 
think today’s race will have brought him on 
another 7lb. Therefore one can see Brown 
Jack becoming a formidable rival to Arctic 
Star in the Cesarewitch. 

Brown Jack blew a lot after the race, and 
he is likely to be a far fitter horse on Cesare- 


witch day now that there has been plenty 
of rain and that the Wroughton gallops afford 
good going. This race, in my opinion, was 
as eood a Cesarewitch trial as one could wish 
in see. It was the first time this season 
that the rround was to the iiking of Saracen, 
whe wes, T thought, more forward in condition 
than br, wh Jack. 


‘The process of elimination when we come 
i the Cesarewitch may not be a very diffi- 
cult one this year, and speculators who stand 
on those seasoned performers, Brown Jack 
yn ‘Aretic Star, may not be far wrong.

DEATH OF MR. J. DAVIS, 
OWNER OF 50 TO 1 CESARE- 
WITCH WINNER. 


The death of Mr. J. Davis, commission agent, 
of Shrewsbury, recalls the victory of Myra Gray 
in the Cesarewitch of 1926.

The case for the islanders was set forth iv 
their spokesmen, Messrs. DL.

Island, Thomas Kelly, Deer Island, M. 
MacMahon, Canon island, and Michz2el 
Tuohy, Low Island. They pointed cut that 
none of the islanders derived benefit by way 
of road facilities, such as are ..ijoyed ty 
dwellers on the mainland. Neverthelwss, they 
said that they had no intention of repudiating 
the payment of a reasonable rate, provided 
that rate was based on a proper *alnatron. 
They maintain that at the time the valnation 
was made the island dwellers had certain 
asseis in the shape of seaweed and limestons, 


commodities which were in demand on ihe 
mainland for use as manure by the 
farmers, and in exchange for which they 
would supply the islanders with fuel. 


With the production of artificial manure the 
demand had ceased. The spokesmen pointed 
out also that in order to keep in touch with 
the market on the mainland, the churches and 
the schools, they had to maintain strongly- 
built boats at considerable expense. 

They suggested that the County Council 
should appoint a small committee to meet the 
island people, with a view to coming to sume

WORK ON A DUBLIN 
FACTORY CHIMNEY. 
a 


In a conversation with Mr. John Sherlock, 
a steeplejack, an /rish Times representative 
learned that there are not more than 120 per- 
sons engaged in that occupation in these 
islands. 

Mr. mé has been working recently on 

the bigger of two chimney stacks of the Dublin 
Brick Company, Lid., at Dolphin’s Barn. 
With him is his assistant, Mr. William 
M-Dougall, who, like Mr. Sherlock, is a 
native of Glasgow—the home of steeplejacks. 
Mr. Sherlock started life twenty years ago, at 
the age of 18, as a builder's rigger, a trade 
in which his tather had been engaged for 
years, and which is akin to that of steeple- 
jack. He quickly became a steeplejack, a 
trade which he has followed ever since, with 
the exception of the war period, when he 
served in the Clyde Division of the Royal 
Navy. 
The stack at Dolphin’s Barn, although 
fairly high for Dublin—125 feet—is small 
compared with some chimney stacks across 
the Irish Sea and in America. 

HOW THE MEN WORK. 
Steeplejacks commence their work with the 
erection of a steel ladder, where no per- 
manent ladder already exists. This steel! 
ladder is made in sections of ten feet each, 
with sockets and pegs for joming. The 
sections are also fitted with “ legs,” which 
rest against and grip the sides of the struc- 
ture to be scaled. When the top, or “ head,” 
of the building is reached a chain is placed 
around it, and from this ropes working 
on puiley-blocks are swung to carry a 
seat known as a “ Bo sun s chair,” on which 
the steeplejack sits while at work. 

In the case of the Dolphin’s Barn stack 
Mr. Sherlock has carried out all the pointing 
and repair work himself, being hauled up and 
down by his assistant. His work is plainly 
visible to even the casual observer, as he 
has cleaned and pointed the brickwork for a 
distance of fifty feet from the “ head “ of the 
chimney. The sight of the two men working 
at such a height, one standing on the top 
of the chimney, and the other seated in a 
swing half-way down attracted much attention. 
Their work came to an end with the placing 
in position of a new section of the lightning 
conductor, which has to be replaced for a 
distance of thirty feet down from the top 
of the chimney. 

This is not: Mr. Sherlock’s first visit to 
Ireland, as some years ago he took down a 
chimney 100 feet high and 75 feet in cir- 
cumference at the premises of the Ringsend 
Bottle Works. 

TRAINING AN APPRENTICE. 

Asked how one became used to great 
heights, Mr. Sherlock said that the apprentice 
to the trade was first required to work at 
a height of 3 or 40 feet. After some time, 
when he became accustomed to working 
above ground, he was sent up another twenty 
feet, and so on, until he was capable of 
working at really great heights. Sometimes 
men got frights, which prevented them from 
becoming good steeplejacks, or perhaps ended 
their careers as climbers. 
“ A fright,” said Mr. Sherlock, “is worse 
than a fall; a fall will either kill or 
cure you, but the memory of a fright remains 
with a man and keeps him nervous watching 
for a slip)” Mr. Sherlock has had more 
than one escape himself, but by now he has 
no fear of any height. There are few teetotal 
steeplejacks, according to him, and, indeed, 
he says: “ All ‘jacks’ are very fond of their 
beer.” 

A FORTUNATE ESCAPE. 

He had a narrow escape from death while 
working on a chimnev stack in Glasgow. at 
Messrs. Mackie's Distillery. He was removing 
an iron casing, when the top of the chimney 
burst outwards, carrying away 38 feet of 
brick. Fortunately he was able to grasp 
a rope, down which he climbed to safety. 
He also recalled a terrible accident, which 
occurred in March, 1921. Four men 
were working ninety feet above the ground 
on a chimney stack at Messrs. Tennant s 
Chemical Works, Town Head, Glasgow, when 
suddenly the structure burst, and all the 
men were hurled to the ground and killed. 
Mr. Sherlock had been working on the stack 
up to a few days previously, and was stand- 
ing in the street outside the works when the 
aceident occurred.

It 
is 468 feet high, and is, he says, the highest 
structure of its kind in the world, with the 
exception of a stack in America, which is 905 
feet high. Mr. Sherlock helped with the fix- 
ing of a powerful electric light on the 
Townsend stack, which was placed there for 
the benefit of night workers in the factory. 


THE HOME OF THE STEEPLEJACK. 

The business of steeplejack is generally a 
hereditary one, according to Mr. Sheriock. 
Glasgow, he says, is its home, all the prin- 
cipal steeplejacks hailing from that city. 
Belfast has a family of steeplejacks, the only 


members of their trade ip Ireland. As an 
instance of heredity in the trade, he men 
tioned the case of a well-known family of 
steeplejacks in Glasgow, named Rob, who 


boasted of having a great grandfather, grand- 
father, father, three sons and two sons-in- 
law, all steeplejacks. 

The salary of a steeplejack, taking into 
account the risks involved, is not excessive. 
A qualified ‘‘ jack”’ receives £7 per week, 
while the assistants get a minimum of £4 
They can, however, in cases where they have 
to work at a very great height, make thei 
own figure. 

Mr. Sherlock and his assistant, who is aged 


twenty-two, and has been engaged at his 
present work for the past. four years, left 
Dublin last week-end for Kilmallock 


Creamery, where they are to demolish an old 
chimney stack.

| Interviewed by an Jrish "'imes sepveventa- 
tive, Inspector Hurley, Traffic Superintendent 
for the city, said that the Conmissioner 
welcomed this organisation of the general 
body of motor park attendants. From the 
very beginning they had advised them to 
form themselves into a body with a central 
control, and now that this had been done he 
had no doubt but that it would prove a 
success. The tab system had proved itself to 
be a very efficient and satisfactory one in the 
other cities where it was working, and he 
had no doubt but that it would receive 
approval here also. 

COFFEE STALL SUGGESTION. 

If this new scheme should prove a success, 
then the corps will tmtroduce into Dublin one 
or more night coffee stalls, which will meet 
a long-felt want in the city. At present a 
late home-goer or motorist has no leas after 
an early hour in the evening where he can 
procure a hot cup of coffee or tea, with a bun 
or a sandwich, at a reasonable price and 
without delay. While these coffee stalls have 
been working and paying for years in London, 
and, in fact, in all the big cities in Europe 
and America, Dublin, the capital of Ireland, 
is without a single one of these boons; for 
not alone is the coffee stall frequented by the 
poorer classes, but it is made use of to an 
even greater extent by all other classes of 
pee who are out late at night, whether on 
usiness or pleasure. In Dublin these coffee 
stalis, provided they are run in a clean and 
hygienic manner, would be welcomed and ap- 
preciated by motorists and the general public, 
and that they would receive a patronage that 
would well repay the efforts of the originators 
is without doubt. Once the corps establish 
themselves on a strong financial footing, they 
propose to introduce and run these coffee 
stalls themselves, and to see that they are 
conducted in the best and cleanest manner 
possible. The price for a cup of coffee or a 
cup of tea will probably be no more than 
threepence, with a similar moderate price 
ruling for buns and sandwiches. 


HOSPITAL INQUIRY, 


SEQUEL TO A PATIENT’S

FUTURE OF MINING 
INDUSTRY. 


EXPECTED AGREEMENT ON 
LEGISLATION, 


———— 


Officials of the Miners’ Federation will have 
a further meeting on Thursday (the Press 
Association’s Lobby Correspondent in London 
states) with the Cabinet Committee which. is 
“preparing coalmining legislation for intro- 
duction in Parliament this autumn. The bill 
will deal with working hours, the control of 
output and prices, mining royalties, and, pos. 
sibly, pensions for miners. 


While much remains to be done, sub- 
stantial progress has already been made 
towards agreement among the interested 


parties—miners, owners.and the Government. 
All parties, apparently, are agreed about the 
need for common action, and are discussing 
details in a spirit that holds out solid promise 
of complete success. There is a general de- 
termination to secure a solution in keeping 
with the best interests of the industry. 
NO CRISIS. 
Those who are familiar with all that is 
going on behind the scenes will be very much 
surprised if the legislation which is now 
being prepared does not eventually make its 
appearance in the House-of Commons. as “an 
agreed bill,” Suggestions of “ crisis’ which 
crop up from time to time are, it is stated 
in well-informed quarters, utterly baseless. 
Incidentally, talk of this kind is most in- 
jurious to the British coal industry, since it 
is calculated to create uncertainty of delivery 
in foreign markets. The miners themselves 
realise this no less than the owners and the 
Government, because the interests of the 
workers depend upon British coal regaining 
its place in the world markets. 
COMBINED EFFORT. 
The general situation is that a combined 
effort is being made by owners, miners and 
the Government to reorganise the industry, 
s> that it may be able to face the changed 
circumstances brought about by the war. 
There is now virtually a stabilised European 
demand for coal. About six hundred. and 
fifty million metric tons are produced annually 
in Europe. It is sought to allocate that 
supply for the available market on the best 
possible conditions, and to avoid the sale of 
coal on uneconomic terms. 
It is generally realised that Great Britain 
must take its place in such a movement. 
This is, indeed, the foundation of the 
Government's policy for a scheme of selling 
agencies. Much depends on European agree- 
ment regarding working conditions. It ts 
considered probable that agreement. on hours 
will be easier to reach in the near future 
than agreement on wages. Immediate steps 
are being taken on all aspects of this problem 
under the International Labour Office at 
Geneva. 
HOURS AND WAGES. 
The British miners’ working hours will be 
reduced by the forthcoming bill. It will 
probably be found that the reduction will he 
gradual and in keeping with the general re- 
covery in the industry. The hours reduction 
will be subject to no reduction in the 
workers’ wages. 
The policy of selling agencies which 1s now 
being worked out with the object of pire- 
venting the sale of coal at a loss does not 
ignore the consumer. It is realised that the 
consumer must be protected against unfair 
prices. There is reason to believe that the 
coming schemes will recognise the importance 
of this aspect of the situation, especially to 
the heavy industries such as iron and steel, 
The coal-owners’ scheme for the national 
co-ordination of existing marketing arrange- 
ments has been practically completed, and 
will probably be ready for submission about 
the end of next week. 
DURHAM OWNERS' APPROVAL. 
At the conclusion of a meeting of Durham 
coal-owners yesterday, it was officially re- 
ported that they had had under further con- 
sideration the provisions of the Government 
scheme for the regulation of prices and out- 
put, and had approved it.

ADMIRAL’S FATAL FALL. 


FORTY FEET FROM BEDROOM 
‘WINDOW. 


A verdict of accideutal death was recorded 
at an inquest at Bexhill, Sussex. last night 
on Admiral Edward, H. M. Davis, who fell 
from an open bedroom window at his home, 
Rathedmond, Bexhill, into an area forty feet 
beiow, on Sunday. 

Evidence showed that Admiral Davis had 
been fixing wedges to prevent the windows 
rattling in his, son's bedroom, having already 
dealt with the windows in his own room. 
Admiral Davis, who was aged 83 years, had 
latterly suffered from attacks of giddiness, 
resulting from heart trouble, for which he 
had: been receiving medical attention.. With- 
out, his ‘glasses, which were found on his 
pillow, his sight was bad.

SCHOOLS AND BOOKS 
Putting the motion, the Chairman said 
that there was a spirit in the country that 
he could not understand. There was still 
much bigoted Protestant opinion—or, rather, 


non-Catholic opinion—against many efforts 
that they had made. He put that down to 
the fact that the minority were well or- 


ganised, and to the fact that so many of the 
Catholic parents of the better classes had 
their children educated in non-Catholic 
schools. The Catholic schools of this coun- 
try could compare with any other schools, 
and their boys and girls would learn to be 
proud of their faith and not. as too many 
of them were, ashamed of it. As regards 
their literature, they had for a long time 
a very bad heritage of a non-Catholic atmos- 
phere in literature, which could not be got 
rid of in a few years; but they could with 
confidence hold that in time they would get 
writers of the standard they desired. 
The report was adopted, 
The following Vice-Presidents were re- 
elected — Miss Mary Boland, Sir Joseph 
Glynn and the Right Rev. Monsignor Wall, 
P.P. The five outgoing members of the Com- 
mittee were re-elected.

PILGRIMAGES. 
Mr. F. O'Reilly, General Secretary, stated 
that he had put down the question of the pil- 
grimages on the agenda for discussion, as he 
wished to hear some expression of vpinion 
from the members. Next year they would 
have the Eucharistic Congress and the 
National Pilgrimage to the Holy Land, and 
he questioned if it was advisable to run an 
other pilgrimage to Lourdes. 
Sir Joseph Glynn said that a number of 
people going on pilgrimages now were inclined 
to turn them into pic-nics. In this way there 
was a grave danger that they would revert 
to the circumstances in connection with pil- 
grimages that had to be put down over a 
century ago. Pilgrimages should be run 
under episcopal sanction and for charitable 
objects. 
Father Turley said that, with the price- 
cutting competition, to run pilgrimages to 
Lourdes and take a Jarze number of stretcher 
cases would soon be exceedingly difficult. 
Their pilgrimages and the Ozanam_ pilgrim- 
ages were the only ones which took stretcher 
cases. 
Mr. O'Reilly pointed out that if they took 
stretcher cases they could not charge as 
cheaply as other pilgrimages. It was agreed 
that the Lourdes pilgrimage should be held 
this year. 

CENSORSHIP. 
_ Mr. O'Reilly said that it was not yet known 
if the Hierarchy would appoint anyone 
officially to submit books to the Censorship 
Board. Anyone could submit books, and he 
asked the members to. keep an eye on the 
papers circulating in the districts, and to for- 
ward any containing objectionable matter to 
the head office in Dublin. Already the pass- 
ing of the Act had done great good, and 
some of the Sunday papers circulating in the 
country now were vastly improved in moral 
tone. The Society, while it has not set up 
any machinery for the purpose, was in a 
general way supervising. all publications cir- 
culating in the country.

Tottenham 
said that witness was looking very bad, and 
said that he was a doctor. He examined 
witness physically, and, as witness alleged, 
assaulted him. | 
Mr. Burne said that Colonel Tottenham 
was just 80 years of age, and very infirm. 
He had acquired some medical knowledge, 
and had a desire to do good to boys. He had 
letters (produced) from different boys, who 
had grown up, thanking him for his assist- 
ance.
